Conspicuous among the arguments 
against the P. D, F. Plan to guaran- 
tee to producers of wheat and cotton 
an adequate minimum price for their 
-productions—to be paid directly to 
the producers upon delivery of the 
wheat and cotton in quantities how- 
ever great, or however small, to an 
authorized agency of the Government 
is the alarm that this would lead to 
over-production. 
This is one of the fasle alarms 
sent out by the advocates and sup- 
porters of the wheat trust, the com- 
bination, which is spite of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust Law and of the Grain 
Futures Act. and of the, whole Exec- 
utive Department of our Government, 
continue? to monopolize the control 
in bying and selling all the wheat 
raised in this country, and the trans- 
portation and commerce in the flour 
made threefrom. 
The whole quantity, of wheat raised 


in the U- S. in 1923—according to the 
estimate of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment is 700 million bushels; the high- 
est peak of production was reached 
in 1919, when 900 million bushels were 
raised, and because it was needed for 
war purposes, our people were re- 
quested to refrain from full use of it. 
However the demands of the starving 
people in Europe after the war—re- 
quiring more than 50 million bushels 
a month, happily absorbed this sur- 
plus greatly to the credit of our Coun- 
try. In 1922 the quantity raised had 
been greatly reduced, and practically 
consumed in the domestic demands 
of our own 100 million people, who 
requiie 5 bushels each during every 
year, and 50 million bushels must also 
be reserved by the farmers for seed- 
wheat. It will, therefore, be seen— 
that of our whole production in 1923 
the surplus did not amount to more 
than 50 million bushels, and it was 
bur prudent to hold some of this ia 
reserx-e. until our people should be 
assured that the following crop would 
be abundant. 
The records of the Department of 


Commerce show that during 1923 we 
exported 16 million barrels of flour, 
the equivalent of 72 million bushels of 
wheat. 
\Veh ave also the story, which has 


not been fully ascertained- that dur- 
in.c: the year 1023 we exported 200 mil- 
lion bushels of wheat from Canada, 
notwithstanding the 
protection in- 


tended to be afforded by the Law im- 
posing 30 cents per bushel upon the 
wheat, and 78 cents per hundred 
pounds upon the Sou*-. How much in 
revenue would this tariff have yield- 
ed? The records show that all the 
tariff collected upon it is less than 
seven minion dollars. The reason 
Kiven for the deficiency is that the 
wheat was allowed to be imported 
"in bond" with an understanding or 
presumption that, in case it were used 
for domestic purposes, the duty would 
be paid by the importers. This is 
where our tariff is weak, whether em- 
ployed as the Republicans claim, it 
should be, for protection; or as the 
Democrats advocate, for revenue 
only. The importers, however, are 
neither Democrats nor Repubiicans- 
as poiiticians. 
To restrain the importation of so 


much wheat from Canada—President 
Coolidge 
by 
proclamation 
issued 


March 7. 1924^ under authority given 
him by the Fordney-ilcCurnber Act 
—increased this nominal tariff 40 per 
cent, making: the duty upon wheat 42 
cents per bushel, and upon flour 5i.O4 
per hundred pounds. This increase 
is now in effect, but it will aot re- 
strain the importation, as long as im- 
porters are permitted to exercise the 
privilege of importing It "in bond" 
without practical requirement to pay 
the duty imposed—in cash. 


This is the explanation of our sur- 


plus: and the subject is receiving the 
attention of Congress through a com- 
mittee, of which Senator Watson, of 
Indiana, is 
Chairman, 
and which, 


through the good offices of Senator 
Couzens. Mr. Vanderlip. and 
Gov. 


Pinchot. is to have the aid of an ex- 
pert Attorney, experienced in such 
investigations. 


For various reasons, the cost of 
raising wheat in Canada is not so 
great, as in the U- S- but the author- 
ities there declare that the average 
cost of 65 cents per bushel allowed 
for it does not cover the cost of pro- 
duction : and it is of no concern to 
them whether the purchasers of it 
pav the duty imposed by the U- S- 
The quantity thai; may be imported 
irorn Canada may be increased to 500 
million bushels, and all our farmers 
may thereby be put out of the busi- 
ness of raising wheat; for the cost of 
raising it is the U- S. is fully two dol- 
lars per busel. 


In actuaF practice during 1923 this 


Grain Trust monopoly hax'ing control 
of Ot:r whole trade in wheat, allowed 
our farmers only one dollar per 
bushel for 
the 500 million bushels 


they supplied at a cost of two dol- 
lars per bushel: thereby 
inflicting 


upon our agriculturists the loss of 500 
million dollars. These two items ac- 
count sufficiently for the desperate 
financial condition in which our wheat 
farmers have been placed. 
Is it too much to attribute this loss 


to the inefficiency and inadequacy of 
the Executive Department of our 
Government? 


We are advised there are before 


Congress so many bills proposing to 
assist farmers by appropriating for 
their use enormous sums of money— 
to be doled oat to 
them, in loans 


through banks, 
bankers and other 


agents of the various Trusts which 
are farming the farmers—that the to- 
tal sum thus to be appropriated is 36 
thousand million dollars. This in- 
cludes such Bills as the McNary-Hau- 
gen Bill and House Bills. Nos. 2669 
and 5563. which may be consulted as 
samples. 
It is safe to say that no measure 


really intended to benefit farmers, or 
relieve them from the dominion of 
their financial oppressors, has beeti 
enacted within five year—so well 
adapted for the purpose as the Grain 
Futures Act, passed Sept. 21, 1022, 
and approved by the U. S. Supreme 
Court, April 15, 1923. This is not ef- 
fective, because the Secretary of Ag- 
ricutlture. with or without the aid 
of the Attorney General, has been un- 
able to enforce it

It is suggested that this Act be 
taken as a model for the legislation 
desired in the Plan proposed to give 
Druducers of \vheat and cottoa an 
adequate minimum, price for their 
production. Among the many advan- 
tages of this plan would be to relieve 
these agriculturists from the respon- 
sibility, which never should have been 
imposed upon them, of dealing with 
anv or ail of the traffickers who deal 
in the wheat and cotton, after it has 
been produced and marketed. The 
producers have no desire or capacity 
to do more than attend to their home 
affairs, 
beyond that, the 
burden 


should be borne and supervised by 
the Government, Federal. State and 
Municipal, for protection of the con- 
sumer. 


If the oroducers of wheat were 
properly protected in their rights. 
thej- would receive according to the 
Law of Supply and Demand for wheat 
ar.ci flour and bread at present rates 
paid by the consumer not the inade- 
quate price of one dollar per bushel 
for wheat allowed them, but two-and- 
a-half or three dollars per bushel. 


If the Government guarantee the 


minimum price of $2.10 per bushel, 
which barely covers the cost of pro- 
duction, that will not long remain the 
minimum price. Demands for the 
lood and the tricks and artifices of 
speculators in grain continuing their 
gambols and gambling, will immedi- 
ateiy and continually enhance the 
price and keep it above the minimum. 
The charges for transportation and 
sen-ice of intermediaries may be in- 
creased or decreased by regulation 
which need not concern the farmer.
